Story ot the Mt Vernon Deluge 


HE opening of the Washing- 

Bicentennial observance in 

Washington and Mt. Vernon, 

Va., on February 22 marked 

another noteworthy event 
and one of the greatest in the annals 
of cover collecting and especially is 
this true since the Washington post 
office, almost without warning, de- 
cided to use the Mt. Vernon cachet on 
covers mailed at Washington on Feb- 
ruary 22. 

Comparatively few outside of 
Washington knew of this but rush 
wires brought in cover enthusiasts 
and dealers in great numbers. 

It is said this sudden decision at 
Washington was due to two causes; 
first, the Mt. Vernon post office was 
completely “washed out” by the huge 
deluge of covers and a branch set up 
there in another building with 12 
Washington post office experienced 
clerks rushed over to Mt. Vernon in 
an attempt to cope with the constantly 
rising tide that had been persistently 
growing deeper for two weeks. 

Another determining factor is the 
use of February 22 cachet on Wash- 
ington covers was to provide this op- 
portunity to the thousands of school 
superintendents, K. of C., Masonic, 
DeMolay and other organization 
members attending conventions and 
functions in Washington this week. 
It was revealed today, February 23, 
as this is written in Washington, that, 
as the deluge mounted in Mt. Vernon, 
the post office forces were augmented 
intil yesterday when a peak force of 
{0 clerks labored at the Mt. Vernon 
post office and its branch that had 
teen established in the Concessions 
vuilding. 

And today approximately 40 bags 
if covers are still to be cancelled un- 
ter the February 22 date that has 
been constantly in use for more than 
two weeks. The work will be finished 
about February 25 when totals will 
be available and may run 600,000 to 
700,000 covers. Over 500, 000 had 
gone out by February 22.

The Mt. Vernon crush was so huge 
the Washington post office, to relieve 
the unexpected deluge set up a branch 
Mt. Vernon post office in the main 
post office building in Washington 
and for the last three days 70 clerks 
worked day and night on the enor- 
mous cover mail. 

While the post office department 
will not admit it the fact is given 
wide circulation that incoming ,rail- 
way postal clerks had been for a 
week, quietly diverting recognized 
Mt. Vernon cover mail to the Mt. Ver- 
non branch at the Washington post 
office. 

About two dozen duplicate cachets 
were made up to keep the covers mov- 
ing. 

On the morning of February 22 a 
fleet of mail trucks sent over from 
Washington were leaving the Mt. Ver- 
non post offices about every 10 min- 
utes and all loaded full with cover col- 
lectors’ mail. 

And late in the afternoon collectors 
who swarmed the two offices there 
were told the enormous supply of 
stamps had been sold out. The sale 
of stamps stopped at 5 p. m. Several 
dealers who went to Mt. Vernon with 
suit cases of last minute covers were 
forced to rush to Washington to se- 
cure a cachet and postmark. And this 
also applies to hundreds of collectors 
who were at Mt. Vernon to respect 
the memory of Washington at the Mt. 
Vernon shrine. 

The traffic was so dense it required 
many cars to consume two to two and 
a half hours to make the ordinary 30 
minutes trip to Mt. Vernon during 
the peak rush. 


On February 21 one stamp window 
was opened at the Washington post 
office for the first time on Sunday and 
a tremendous business was carried on 
until midnight. On February 22 two 
stamp windows were opened to take 
care of the sudden rush and two spe- 
cial windows cared for the cover mail 
bearing the Washington postmark. 


Many people bought high stacks of 
full sheets of the 12 adhesive stamps - 
but the call for the stamped envelopes 
was comparatively light although 
hundreds of the set of 12 envelopes 
were sold. 


The Washington post office handled 
the rush in the most perfect manner 
possible. Entire sets at 57c were as- 
sembled in cellophane envelopes in 
advance and complete sets of the 12 
stamped envelopes at 35¢ provided in 
individual packages. 

One noticeable feature of the Feb- 
ruary 22 rush was the use of complete 
sets on single covers. Visitors and 
dealers prepared them by the thou- 
sands—not hundreds. 


At times during the last two days 
of the rush long lines of patrons wait- 
ed patiently at the stamp windows 
and to the credit of the experienced 
stamp clerks there was never the first 
indication of hurry or excitement but 
a persistent willingness to perform 
every service with a smile. And often 
many a nervous patron would be po- 
litely reminded that the 7c or some 
other stamp would complete the set 
if the desire was for a full set. So 
often it happened patrons would -all 
for a given number of each denomi- 
nation when a request for a complete 
set would have saved valuable time. 

At the two cachet windows 8 to 10 
trained clerks handled the rush and 
happily granted any request. They 
would cachet and postmark covers 
and hand them back or cachet them 
without a postmark—in fact grant 
any request so long as covers carried 
postage. They would cachet covers 
addressed or not. 

And these clerks kept the ink in 
cancelling machines very light and 
applied the merest cancellation to 
complete sets on covers. 

One relief to the Mt. Vernon and 
Washington post offices was the fact 
that fully 90% of the February 22 
cover stamps had been sold through- 
out the country thus preventing a 
repetition of the historical stampede 
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at Washington on January 1 when all 
first day stamps of the new Bicenten- 
nial series had to be sold at the 14 
windows open that day. 

It may not be officially known how 
many covers were actually cancelled 
at Mt. Vernon, Va., but it is hinted 
the total handled there was around 
200,000 and that will be greatly in- 
creased when the work is finally com- 
pleted. 

Literally thousands of dealers, col- 
lectors and visitors had stamped cov- 
ers carrying no address cacheted at 
Washington and rushed them to Ar- 
lington, Baltimore and many nearby 
post offices for cancellation. 

Washington announced today that 
every post office in the United States 
carrying the name Washington even 
to Washington branch post offices in

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PHILIPPINES—We have seen advance il- 
justrations of the new pictorial stamps (men- 
tion of which was made here February 6th). 
They have been designed to attract tourists 
and show various interesting views in and 
around Manila, including Pier Seven, the Gen- 
eral Post Office, the Zig Zag on the famous 
road to the terraced mountains of Ifugao, a 
view of Mt. Mayon, a view of Pagsanjan 
Falls and a rice planting scene.

Markings” tells of the sale of the 
large precanceled Revenue collection 
of Franklin D. Smith to Morton Dean 
Joyce, whoever that might be. The 
collection contains over 35,000 varie- 
ties and speaks for itself as a mo- 
mentous achievement. 


Precanceled Revenues make a very 
pretty collection. I believe there were 
a few revenues precanceled in some 
form before the series of ’98, but with 
the coming of the battleship revenues 
a large number were precanceled by 
the companies that used them (sel- 
dom a town name on them) in dif- 
ferent forms, shapes, designs and 
sizes; also different colors of inks. 
Generally the initials of the company 
using them and the date appeared on 
the stamp, sometimes the full name 
of the company appeared. Most of 
these were printed precancels, al- 
though a few were handstamped. The 
printed precancels were usually type- 
set and offered a field in minor varie- 
ties and errors. Later in the 1917 se- 
ries, especially on the documentaries 
that were precanceled, the regular city 
:| types were used.

SOMETHING The United States 
ROTTEN IN Postoffice Depart- 
WASHINGTON ment has repeated- 


ly asked collectors 
to cooperate with it in its handling 
of first day covers and other feature 
events for collectors. It has asked 
that collectors abide by the rules and 
regulations that it lays down for these 
events and has asked that collectors 
accept what is offered and ask no 
special favors. Publishers of Philatelic 
papers have attempted to cooperate 
with the Department in urging that 
collectors abide by the suggestions 
made by the Department and play 
the game fairly with them. 

If matters are handled in this way, 
everything will be lovely and the De- 
partment will have no cause for worry 
or for being worried by the vast army 
of collectors who are interested in se- 
curing first day covers and feature 
cancellations which the Department 
sponsors from time to time. 

If, however, collectors are to be 
tricked, if special favors are to be 
granted some favored dealer, if things 
are to be done that are not announced, 
or if things are done without full pub- 
licity in order that all who are inter- 
ested may participate in the events, 
then the Department is laying the 
foundation for much annoyance and 
much unpleasantness. 

These thoughts are brough forth by 
the recent Washington Birthday ca- 
chet which was announced by the De- 
partment, to be used on covers at Mt. 
Vernon on February 22. The official 
announcement of the Postoffice De- 
partment expressly stated that the ca- 
chet was to be applied on covers from 
Mt. Vernon and did not state that a 


cachet would be used at either Wash- | 
ington or at Wakefield. 

It has now been learned that the 
cachet was applied on covers mailed , 
at Wakefield as well as on certain cov- | 
ers mailed at Washington. 

In view of the fact that one dealer , 
advertised covers from both of these 
latter cities and conveyed the idea 
that these covers would bear the of- 
ficial Bicentennial commission cachet, ' 
it looks very much as though the Post- | 
office Department had been prevailed | 
upon to permit the use of the official 
cachet in both Wakefield and Wash- 
ington. 

The use of the cachet, unannounced, 
\in these two places is little less than 
‘double crossing thousands of collec- 
tors as well as the many dealers who 
/did not offer covers from these cities 
but held strictly to the Government 
announcement as regards the place in 
which a cachet was to be used. 

Knowing the fairness with which the 
Postoffice Department has in the past 
conducted matters of this sort, we can 
not place the blame wholly on the De- 
partment, but we do believe that the 
Department should have forbid this 
flagrant violation of confidence of col- 
lectors and dealers who have played 
fair with it. 

Perhaps the name of Sol Bloom will 
figure in any investigation that may 
be made of the misuse of this cachet 
at Wakefield and Washington.

OR NONE announcement of the 
Postoffice Department 
that the Akron would carry mail from 
Lakehurst to the Pacific Coast, came 
‘the news of the crash of the big bag 
‘and a resultant delay in its flight to 
the coast. Whether it balked at the 
congressional investigation that was 
to be made or whether the 150 pounds 
of Philatelic Mail that was to be car- 
ried on this trip was an overload, the 
news clippings did not state. 

The accident however has upset a 
plan for a quick getaway with little 
advance notice to collectors and while 
the damage to the ship is being re- 
paired the Postoffice Department will 
have time to think the matter over 
and come clean with this proposed 
flight. 

Any attempt to carry mail on the 
Akron should be announced at least 
30 days prior to the flight. There 
should be no limit on the amount 
carried unless the limit is made in 
such a manner that will permit every- 
one who wants a cover on board to 
have at least one cover on board. 

The original announcement was 
dated February 20, with information 
that the Akron would receive no mail 
after the 28th. A bare eight days 
in which to get information to collec- 
tors and the only way it could be done 
was through newspaper channels and 
in that event it would be overlooked 
by the great majority of them. 

It was announced also that the mail 
would be limited to 150 pounds. 

If this is the situation, it is evident 
that only a small number of the vast 
quantity of letters that collectors

The Akron Mail 


On February 20th, Second Assistant 
Postmaster General, W. Irving Glover, 
sent word that philatelic mail would 
be received by the Postmaster at 
Lakehurst, N. J., for the flight of the 
airship AKRON to the Pacific Coast, 
at the regular air mail rate, up to 
noon of February 28th. He stated that 
the mail would be cancelled as of 
Feb. 28th, with a local undated cachet 
on the face and a Pacific Coast cachet 
showing times of departure and ar- 
rival at destination. It was stated 
that only 150 pounds of such mail 
would be carried and that the depart- 
ment would reserve the right to reject 
large quantities sent in by individuals, 
the idea being to take care of as many 
individuals as possible within the 
weight limit. The news came too late 
for any of the weekly publications to 
get same in print. The collectors joy 
was however soon turned to sorrow, 
by the news that on Monday, Febru- 
ary 22nd, an ill-wind dashed the big 
ship to the ground, doing considerable 
damage, and another wire from Mr. 
Glover on the 23rd, stated that the 
proposed flight of the 28th had been 
cancelled, and that the mail which had 
been sent to the Postmaster at Lake- 
hurst, would be held until future ar- 
rangements for the flight have been 
made.

lections include a galaxy of “pieces de 
luxe” which have been the envy of 
every collector privileged to inspect 
them. 

Walter Dorning Beckton was, above 
all, a student of stamps. He took up 
one country after another, studied its 
stamps intensively until he could find 
no more material to study, or had 
completed his researches, and then 
turned to fresh fields,—but he never 
sold his collections. 

The collections bought by Messrs. 
Stanley Gibbons, Ltd., include over 90 
different countries. Of these, Rou- 
mania, the Italian States (with Italy 
and the Italian Levant and Lombardy- 
Venetia), Spain, Norway and Den- 
mark, present a wealth of philatelic 
material (especially large mint 
blocks), carefully studied. In the 
British Empire, Bechuanaland, British 
Honduras, Cape of Good Hope, 
Griqualand, Jamaica, Straits Settle- 
ments (with Perak, Johor, etc.) are 
also very strong. 

Space will not allow of a descrip-
